Was Assured of Post. 

The entire Kiel organization was 
lined up for Goldstein and there was 
not the slightest question about his 
having the place until a few days 
ago, when it became definitely 
known that,Gov. Hyde had promised 
Thomas the position of Circuit Clerk 
to suoceed Goldstein. That placed a 
very different light on the appoint- 
ment. 

Thomas was Supply Commissioner 
under the former administrations of 
Kiel. He was the first, and for a 
long time in the last, primary cam- 
paign, the only supporter of Hyde 
for Governor, while the entire Kiel 
Organization was lined up for E. F. 
ik. McJimsey of Springfield. In the 
last mayoralty primary campaign 
Thomas supported Robert Burkham 
for Mayor in his candidacy against 
Kiel. One of Kiel's first acts after 
his re-election was to appoint a 
successor te Thomas as Supply 
Commissioner.

After a month of this study, the 
Director said to a Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent: 

“I am satisfied that there is 
leak—a big leak—of whisky through 
drug stores in Missouri. Thus far, 
the only action taken by this office 
in cases of violation has been the 
revoking of permits to sell whisky. 
If illegal practices continhe it will 
be necessary to adopt a sterner course 
and prosecute the violators.” 

Under the law, druggists are the 
only merchants permitted to sell 
whisky at retail and they are author- 
ized to sell it only on doctogs’ pre- 
sriptipns for medicinal purposes. 


Drug Company Makes Request 

Director Allen recently saw two 
straws which indicated which way 
the wind blew. ‘A large §t. Louts re- 
tail drug company, whfch has sev- 
eral stores, sent in a request for a 
permit to handle additional whisky, 
although it already had a permit for 
the maximum allowed to a drug 
store, 100 proof gallons every three 
months. Inquiry showed a signifi- 
cant reason for the request. 

In response to a question as to 
whether the company did not have on 
hand a large quantity of whisky, suf- 
ficient for its prescription needs, this 
answer, in effect, was given: 

“Yes, we have enough whisky, so 
far as quantity is concerned, but our 
supply of ‘Old Taylor’ has run out 
and mars of our customers won't 
be satisfied with anything else. We 
want a permit to buy more of this 
brand.” . * 

That answer was a revelation to 
the Director. 

“Here,” he said, “we have a law 
the entire letter and spirit of which 
is that no one, not even a druggist, 
shall be permitted to sell whisky 
for beverage purposes. It cannot be 


sold except for medicinal purposes.

ment of a physician, a sick man 
needed whisky there would be a way 
to get it legitimately, but it did not 
contemplate that thé sick man 


should walk up to the drug clerk, | 


just as he once walked up to the bar- 
tender, and dictate what particular 
brand should be served to him. It 
would seem to me that whisky soft 
that way is manifestly sold as a bev- 
erage, to suit the taste rather than 
to cure the ills of the patient.” 

The other straw which came under 
the Director’s observation was waft- 
ed in from a little Missourl town 
where he formerly lived. Up to last 
year one drug store served the needs 
of this town. This year five drug- 
gists there have applied for liquor 
permits. 


Druggists Are Increasing. 
“There is no doubt that the num- 
ber of druggists ie increasing,” sald 


Director Allen,’ “and that the chance, 


to sell liquor is the reason for many 
going into that business. They are 
not all going to get permits, though.

and a sign on the window to make a 
drug store. The prohibition director

to keep an accurate check on the 
amount of whisky sold for medicinal 
purposes. The Government has as 
elaborate system for checking up an 
the issue of prescriptions by doctors 
and the sale of liquor by druggists, 
but there is no sure way of making 
figures show the honesty or dishop- 
esty of intent. Although the Direo- 
tor is morally certain that 4 con 
siderable percentage of prescription 
whisky is being sold for beverage 
purposes, it has thué far been diffi- 
cult to obtain absolute proof to war: 
rant criminal prosecutions. 


Prescription Blanks in Books. 


Of the 6000 registered physicians 
in Missouri, 2300 have applied for and 
veceived permits to prescribe intox- 
icants. Of 1754 St. Louis physicians, 
500 have permits. The physician's 
permit is in the shape of a book of 
prescription blanks furnished by the 
Government. Each book contains 
100 blanks and each blank has a stab 
which remains in the book after the 
blank has been torn out. A physl- 
clan may not prescribe more than one 
pint of liquor for any one patient in 
a period of 10 days and may issue 
only 100 prescriptions every three 
months. 

The prevailing fee for these pre- 
scriptions is $3 each. With the total 
legal number of prescriptions for 
each doctor fixed at 400 a year, the 
total revenue from this source of any 
doctor charging a §3 fee would be 
Ijmited to $1200 a year.

tense These statements were mate} 
by Charlies P. Pettus, treasurer of | 
the society and campaign manager 
ef the Christmas sea! sale. 

“We believe,” said Pettus, “that aD 
the money received from the sale of | 
Christmas seals and donations to the 
society during any period, should be 
gpent for anii-tuberculosis work and 
not left in a bank. The more money | 

- |e receive the more work we can do. 

“During the last 11 months we 
have expended $94,358.37, of which | 
@bout $5000 has been expended in St. '. 
Louis County. Last yearis receipts | 
from St. Louis County amounted to, 
$2760. The board of directors ap-| 
propriated an additional amount for | 
the county work because of the dire | | 
necessity in several localities. In. 
Weliston we concentrated on a pub- 
lic health demonstration in co-oper- 
ation with the State Board of Health 
and the public school board. We ex- 
amined all the school children, 
white and colored, finding that the

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“The results of this demonstration 
have been good, because when the 
parents were advised of the defects 
im their children’s physical condition, 
they immediately began relieving the 
difficulty. The Modern Health Cru- 
sade was established in 114 of the 
240 schools of the county. It is a 
echeme whereby the children are 
taught personal and home hygiene. 
More than 16,000 children joined the 
erusade.

An Executive Committee com- 
posed of the chairmen of all the 
standing committees, of which there 
are nine, meets at least once a month 
er as much oftener as is necessary.

During the last fiscal year Mrs.

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ETCHED PORTRAT ON 
VIEW AT ART MUSEUM 


Rare Print of Mrs. Charles 
Nagel’s Profile One of 30 
Signed by Anders Zorn. 


A recent important accession of 
fhe City Art Museum, exhibited for 
the frst time today, is an etched 
portrait of Mrs. Charles Nagel, by 
the Swedish painter-etcher, Andre 


: 


Zre (1860-1920). The etching, exe- 
euted in 1897, during one of the ar-| 
tists frequent trips to America, is a) 
characteristic and charming plate, | 


iiiustrating well the vigorous and 
@riginal style which has caused Zorn | 


te be ranked as one of the foremost | 
Medern etchers. The print acquired | 
by the museum is quite rare, being 

eme of the 30 impressions made from | 
the plate by the artist and signed in | 
the margin. It is listed as No. 110 | 
fe the Catalogue HRaisonne of Zorn’s | 
werks issued in 1909 by Loys Delteil. | 
This subject exists in only one | 
“state,” that is, the plate was not, 
altered or worked over after the frst | 
impressions were printed. | 

The portrait shows, in three-quar- | 
ters profile, the head and shoulders 
ef @ woman of dignified bearing, | 
drawn with no small degree of ele-| 
gance. It displays admirably Zorn’s | 
masterly command of the etcher’s | 
meedie, his ability to suggest light | 
and shade and drawing with a few | 
significant strokes. His method of | 
working with simple systems of par- | 
allel lines of shading, in combination | 
with one-figure compositions, result« 
in great directness and vigor. In the 
present eXample, an irregular mass 
of shadow serves to throw the head 
inte relief, simple tones in parallel 
lines develop the modelling of the 
features and define the hair and 
neck. A few cursory lines suggest the 
drapery, and the plate was so wiped 
as to leave a slight film of tone on 
all parts except the high lights of the 
face. It is to this simplicity of 
means that the work of Zorn owes 
its charming spontaneity and vigor. 
_ Anders Zorn was born in Sweden 
tn 1860 and studied art in the Acade- 
mie des Beaux-Arts in Stockholm. 
At frat he intended to become a 
sculptor, but met with greater suc- 
cess as a painter, and finally, during 
a journey to Spain about 1881, he 
took up etching, the medium for 
which he is perhaps best known. He 
ig said to have produced about 277 
etched pilates. 

‘Always an extensive traveler, he 
made several visits to America, dur- 
ing which he etched portraits of the 
sculptor, Augustus Saint Gaudens 
(1897), Mrs. Nagel (1897), President 
Cleveland, Mrs. Cleveland (1899) and 
@ BRumber of others. He also execut- 
ead many portraits in olls. The St. 
Louls museum owns five of Zorn's 
etchings, including the celebrated 
portrait of Ernest Renan. 

Other exhibitions to be seen today 
at the museum are a group of 29 
color etchings by George Senseney, a 
collection of portraits by colonial] 
and early American painters, a ga. 
lection of paintings from the private 
ceolliection of W. K. Bixby and a 
large decorative pentaptyeh of the 
life of Jeanne d’Are by J. William 
Fosdick.

One of the means by which the pedizree of animals 
is traced is the form of their eves. Applying this meth- 
od of investigation to the octopus, it is found that it is 
not a “true fish.

Among the newer methods which science has brought 
to the task of establishing relationships between crea- 
tures, fs the blood test. Some amazing results have 
been obtained.

But .it is further shown that birds are more ciosely 
related to the turtie-crocodile series than to the lizard- 
snake series. 

The results obtained with serum upon the blood of 
anthrepoid apes strongly resembies the reaction on 
human blood, while the reaction upon the blood of the 
smnall Old World monkey bears only a faint resemblance 
to that on human biood. 

One curious result was to show that the horseshoe 
crab is more closely related to air-breathing spiders and 
scorpions than to marine crebds. While experiments 
with serum showed no connection whatever between 
Various classes of mammals, experiments upon more 
than 1400 samples of the blood of fowls showed.a re- 
lationship between ai! of them. 

Anti-pig serum reacted strongly with the bloods of 
other species of the same family, moderately with the

bloods of ruminants and slightly with the blood of 
whales, indicating that the hog is a distant relation 


of the whaie' In the same way, the close relationship 
existing between deer, sheep; goats, antelopes and 
oxen was clearly demonstrated, as was that between 
llamas and camels. 

These conclusions were not lightly 
Ssulied from thousands of experiments 
different s ientists at separate places 

From all this it will be seen that many strange thing:
